Two-Story House For Everyone 
Idea In Badly-Blitzed Hull 


HULL, England (Reuter) —A 
70-year plan for the rebuilding of | 
Hull, one of England’s worst! 
blitzed cities, has been announced. 

The work of Sir Patrick Aber- 
crombie, leading British town- 
planner, it provides for an in-| 
crease from the present 320,000 
population to an ultimate 500,-| 
000,.with a “green belt” around | 
the city limiting further expan 
sion and safe-guarding agricul- 
ture. 

Highlight of Sir Patricks plan 
is a 1,500-yard suspension bridge 
over the Humber. It will cost 
£6,000,000 ($24,000,000). 

The plan provides .300 per cent | 
more acreage for open spaces 
within the city than previously, 
and a shopping centre to serve 
500,000 people. Slums behind 
the docks are to be eliminated 
and Sir Patrick says his envisions 
a two-story house for everybody. 

While observing that the “me 
dieval port of Hull is still living | 
and has been retained in the 
plan,” Sir Patrick’s report, al- 
ready approved in principle by 
city council, recommends a “bold 
proposal” for damming the River | 
Hull, increasing its connections 
with. the Humber docks and ex 
tending its industrial frontage. 


WREXHAM, Wales (CP) 
New factories built to meet war 
needs have brought a promise of 
future prosperity to Wrexham 
where unemployment reached 25 
per gent in the late 30's 

Seven thousand extra jobs will 
be provided, it is estimated by the 
Board of Trade. Many of them 
will be for women who had little 
chance of work in the districts 
heavy industries before 1939 

A big royal ordnance factory 
near Marchwiel, where 10,000 
were employed on munitions con- 
tracts, is being leased in sections 
to manufacturers. One company 
alone plans to hire 4,000 persons. 
A surgical supply firm will need 
800 others

Two articles in this 
recently have brought 
letters for further “dope” 
early. winter cleanup of

To answer these letters as fully 
as space will permit, we there- 
fore, continue with the do’s and 
don’ts for further tidying and 
winter care. 


SHRUBS 

Many shrubs. and evergreen 
trees unfortunately suffered from 
lack of sufficient water at their 
rocts this summer. Should any 
pruning of their branches ap- 
pear necessary, to get them into 
perfect shape for next season, 
do not lop off any large branches 


It is okay to clip off small new 


branches at this time, but do not 
expose their “insides” to winter 
coM winds or frosts. Cut off as 
many small branches as |s neces 
sary to put them into a better 
shape, then give them a rest and 
do the remainder of the necessary 
pruning in March or April. 

Two pruning jobs, spaced at 
an interval of four or five months 
apart will be of far greater bene- 
fit to the appearance and health 
of the trees or shrubs than one 
major operation done this 
month: 


LOOK 

When pruning or 
being done, look over the shrubs 
to see if there are signs of 
trouble 

The bark of azaleas 
drons and others may have green 
moss Or mold on them, This is 
an unhealthy sign and should be 
corrected at once by spraying 
them (the branches) with a cop- 
per fungicide. 

Many deciduous 
shrubs are again, after a 
of about eight years, suffering 
for man infestation of lecanium 
scale. If any of last year’s scale 
shells are still evident on the 
older (last year’s) branches, you 
may be almost certain that 
new tiny littie scale insects
